A fire in which six horses were 


burned ta death, occurred last night, 
shortly after midnight witen a stable 
at the rear of & rouse occupied by I 
Pallano was destroyed, It is thought 
that the fire was of incendiary origin. 
Dr J. Park, who was returning from 
a visit to a patient was the first to 
notice the blaze and shouted to Con- 
stable Davis who was standing not far 
away. At the ‘time the constable was 
engaged in watching a man whose 
actions savored of the suspicious and 
alter requesting Dr. Park to give 
chase to the man, who was then rapid- 
ly getting away, he ran to the alarm 
box near the Edmonton Hotel. ‘Che 
engine from No, 1 station was the first 
to arrive but was, quickly followed by 
those from stations 2 and 3. 

The fire gained headway with 
alarming: rapidity and before long the 
stable was one mass of flames and 
things began to look serious for other 
buildings in the vicinity including the 
grand stand on Diamond Park.

EXCAVATORS FIND 
OLD ROMAN BOAT 
It Was Buried Under Founda- 
tions of New Government 
Buildings at Lambeth 
London, June 24.—The excavations 
for a new public building at Lambeth 


have revealed various small objects 
of interest. 
Among them is a sunken ferry 


boat, the date of which has net been 
determined, but which probably be- 
longed to the period of the Roman 
occupation. 

The excavation has cut the vessel 

obliquely, and the section has re- 
vealed a boat sixteen feet in width 
by a length at present unascertained, 
and a depth of one foot nine inches, 
It has a flat bottom It has cross- 
ribs 6 inches by 5 inches, at 12 inch 
centres, and an outer covering of 3 
inch planking, all of oak, black and 
nearly perished. 
It is intended to remove the earth 
down to the level of the sides, and 
then under careful inspection, to clear 
out the remainder, so to to obtain a 
perfect view of the vessel before it 
removal, which unhappily, cannot be 
effected otherwise than by demolition, 
owing to the state of decay.

Paris Police Put Servants Under 
Surveillance to Catch White 
Apron Brigade 


Paris, June 24.—The Paris police 
have been obliged to organize a spe- 
cial detective brigade to watch do- 
mestic servants in Paris. 

Information has been received at 
headquarters of a thieves’ oganiza- 
tion called the “White Apron Bri- 
gade.” By means of forged testmon- 
ials the members of the gang, which 
is several hundred strong, obtain sit- 
uations in private houses aid rob 
their masters. A few days ago two 
women who had stolen $800 and 
$1,000 worth of jewelry were arrested 
by the police. One of them, a Ger- 
man girl of twenty-four, had already 

committed more than a hundred 
thefts. When out of service she lived 
in an expensive flat in Paris, beauti- 
fully furnished, in which the police 
have found a number of valuable pic- 
tures believed to be stolen. The 
woman's last alias was Marie Muller, 
but she has at least eighteen others.
